Tanning beds in Chicago salons soon will be 
off-limits to people younger than i8. 

The City Council on Wednesday over- 
whelmingly voted in favor of the tanning bed 
ban in a move the sponsoring alderman said 
is aimed at protecting children from cancer. 

Aid. Debra Silverstein (50th) invited two 
women she said contracted skin cancer from 


tanning facilities to stand in council cham- 
bers before the vote. 

“These are just two of the many people 
who suffer from cancer caused by the terrible 
effects of tanning beds,” Silverstein said. 

Three aldermen— Anthony Beale (9th), 
Roberto Maldonado (26th) and Brendan 
Reilly (42nd)— voted against the stricter 
rules. 


“Right now there is a requirement of pa- 
rental consent, and I think that’s OK for me 
as a parent,” Maldonado said. 

State law bans those younger than 14 from 
using tanning beds at salons. Mayor Emanuel 
said it was appropriate to give parents addi- 
tional help. 

“We have restrictions as it relates to teen- 
agers on smoking. This ordinance on tanning 


reflects a strategy as it relates to protecting 
our teenagers, as they have to make deci- 
sions,” Emanuel said after the meeting. 

The ban does not prevent minors from 
getting spray tans or using other tanning 
products or equipment that do not irradiate 
the skin. A tanning facility that allows some- 
one younger than 18 to use banned equip- 
ment will face a fine of $100 to $250. It will 
fall to the city Department of Public Health 
to enforce the ban, which will take effect in 
the next few weeks.

Tiffany Rent stood hunched over in pain outside 
a Far South Side courthouse Wednesday tears 
streaming down her face as she worried about 
whether her unborn son had been harmed when 
a Chicago police officer shocked her with a stun 
gun the previous night. 

Rent, who is eight months pregnant, said the 
officer knew she was expecting and accused him 
of overreacting during a dispute that began over 
a parking violation. 

“I didn’t hit anybody,” Rent said. “I didn’t do 
anything.” 

But police say Rent, 30, swore at the officer 
and tried to take off in her SUV when he said he 
was going to arrest her. 


The incident occurred late Tuesday when 
Rent parked in a handicapped spot at a Wal- 
greens in the 10300 block of South Michigan 
Avenue while her fiance, Joseph Hobbs, went 
inside to buy a battery for his car’s key chain re- 
mote, police and Hobbs said. 

A police officer wrote a parking ticket, but 
Rent tore it up and threw it at him, according to 
a police report. The officer got out of his car to 
write her a ticket for littering and asked her for 
identification, the report said. 

“I ain’t giving you [bleep],” the report quoted 
Rent as saying. 

As Rent got back into her SUV, the officer 
warned that he would use his stun gun if she 
drove away When Rent “put her right hand on 


the gear shifter in an attempt to put the car id 
gear and leave the scene,” the officer fired tht 
weapon, the police report said. 

Hobbs, the father of Rent’s unborn son, w^-t 
arrested when he tried to intervene, police sairl. 
He said he suffered a dislocated elbow during 
the arrest. 

Rent was released after treatment at tw\i- 
separate hospitals. She and Hobbs were charged 
with misdemeanor offenses. 

Police Superintendent Garry McCarthy de- 
clined to discuss details of the incident but said 
police generally are authorized to use aTaser to 
prevent an escape or overcome an assault. Th^' 
Independent Police Review Authority is inves- 
tigating.

The Near West Side on Saturday recorded 
its seventh homicide of the year, a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police data found.

Law would target gangs, not individuals 


HOW BAD? 

Chicago Police Supt. Garry McCarthy said 
Chicago has at least 69 street gangs. Police 
have identified more than 600 factions 
within those gangs, with new rivalries and 
disputes between the factions occurring all 
the time, he said.

An anti-racketeering bill awaiting the gover- 
nor’s signature would enable local authorities 
to go after street gangs as criminal enterprises 
and not just prosecute lower-level gang mem- 
bers, Cook County State’s Attorney Anita Al- 
varez said Wednesday 

The Street Gang RICO Act, which passed 
out of the Legislature last month, would allow 
police and prosecutors to “fight the disease” 
of street gangs, not just their symptoms, Al- 
varez said in a news conference at the down- 
town county administration building. 

Under current state law, prosecutors have to 
treat gang crimes as isolated events, essential- 
ly attacking the problem one crime at a time, 
Alvarez said. The gang leaders know this, she 


said, and underlings simply are replaced when 
they are arrested and put in prison. 

“It’s difficult to watch gang member after 
gang member, mostly young minority men, 
convicted and put in prison again and again, 
while the leaders of these gangs continue to 
escape arrest and prosecution,” /Uvarez said.

Linkedin probing 
password hack 


NEW YORK Russian hackers released a 
giant list of passwords this week, and on 
Wednesday security researchers identified their 
likely source: business social networking site 
Linkedin. 

The 6.5 million leaked passwords were posted 
Monday on a Russian online forum, camou- 
flaged with a common cryptographic hash called 
SHA-i. It’s a format that’s considered weak in its 
raw form. Roughly half of the hashed passwords 
already have been decoded and posted online in 
human-readable text. 

Several security researchers tweeted Wednes- 
day that they have found their passwords among 
those that were revealed. Web security firm 
Sophos said it matched many of its researchers’

own passwords used exclusively on Linkedin. 

Here’s what those probing the hack consider 
the biggest giveaway: countless passwords on 
the list contain the word “linkedin.” 

A spokeswoman from Linkedin said the so- 
cial network is “unable to confirm that any se- 
curity breach has occurred” but it is continuing 
to investigate.

It’s not easy being a glass bottle in the sum- 
mertime. 

Not welcome in ballparks or poolside, dan- 
gerous on hikes and at rec leagues, maligned 
on deck and docks, bottled beer can be a set- 
back during warm-weather adventures. 

For fans of craft brews, no-glass-allowed 
policies may seem a swigging setback. 

But a growing number of Chicago-area 
craft brewers are working to keep their beers 
summer-friendly by churning them out in an 
easily toted, crushable and recyclable form: 
cans. 

“Part of the reason {we released a canned 
beer] was selfishness,” said Jason Ebel, co- 
founder of Two Brothers Brewing Co. in west- 
suburban Warrenville. “I love to be outside 
and I wanted a package that was portable.” 

In early May Two Brothers released Outlaw 


IPA as its first canned offering. The brew has 
a remarkably smooth, fruity kick for an IPA, 
and you’ll find it only in bold red-and-black 
i2-ounce cans, sold in six packs. 

“We already have a following in bottles for 
our other beers, so we thought it would be a 
really good opportunity to put something to- 
tally unique out there. ... Let’s put something 
out that’s never been released and only put it 
in the cans,” Ebel said. 

While the canned craft trend has been bub- 
bling locally for a while now— Half Acre’s tall- 
boys have been a shelf staple since 2010— it 
got a big boost in March when heavy hitter 
Goose Island jumped into the game, canning 
its super-popular 312 wheat ale. Now that 
summer has arrived. Goose Island spokesman 
Mark Mahoney expects cans of 312 to pop up 
at all kinds of outdoor events. 

“312 is for active lifestyle folks. ... People 
have it at music concerts, sailing, at the beach. 


grilling out— most of these places aren’t bot- 
tle-friendly” Mahoney said. “{Going into 
summer], we have significantly increased pro- 
duction of the cans of 312.” 

Cans are a standard offering for most mass- 
market beer brands, so it may seem strange 
that craft breweries don’t always opt for the 
container. But the can is divisive in the beer 
world, with some drinkers complaining of a 
metallic or “tinny” taste and others praising 
the method for keeping beer fresher than a 
bottle. 

“Cans have less head space and no light gets 
through so {the beer] stays fresher longer. 
... Essentially, it’s like a mini-keg in terms of 
freshness,” Ebel said. “Generally speaking, 
they’re superior to bottles.” 

And about that metallic bite? 

“There is definitely a stigma,” said Char- 
lie Davis, marketing director and one of 
the brewers at Finch’s Beer Co., which sells 


16 -ounce cans of its Golden Wing blond ale. 
Threadless IPA and Cut Throat pale ale.”My 
advice would be to pour it into a glass. It’s 
great from the can, but if you’re sensitive to 
the can, it’s always better enjoyed from a clean 
glass.” 

Finch’s has been canning since August 2011 
and released their Threadless IPA— a collab- 
oration with the local T-shirt company— just 
last month. 

Lighter-bodied brews such as pale and gold- 
en ales are more readily found in cans for the 
summer season than heavier stouts and por- 
ters, and that isn’t a coincidence. 

“Former {Goose Island] brewmaster Greg 
Hall was huge into biking,” Mahoney said of 
312’s origin. “He said, T don’t want to be drink- 
ing a real thick, heavy beer on a hot summer 
day’ {312] is a very easy drinking beer. If you’re 
parched, you can have a few.”

There’s something quintessentially American 
about American pale ales. They’re descen- 
dants of the British pale ale, a relatively un- 
derstated style that is balanced and dry with 
distinct earthy hops that lend the beer a bit- 
ter note. But given an American spin, with 
American ingredients, most notably a healthy 
dose of West Coast hops, American pale ale’s 
flavors are louder and more aggressive with 
pronounced piney citrusy or spicy notes. 

Sierra Nevada founder Ken Grossman de- 
flned the style in 1980 when he first brewed 
the golden orange Sierra Nevada Pale Ale 
with its distinct bready spicy, citrusy notes. 
Ever since the style has practically defined 
American craft beer, as nearly every brewery 
that has since opened up has tried to put its 
own stamp on the style. 

The style’s bright West Coast hop variet- 
ies like Cascade with its spicy, citruslike notes 
have an uncanny ability to draw people in. 


Their lure surprised even Half Acre, which 
first brewed its hop-forward Daisy Cutter 
pale ale in 2009 as a one-off limited release. 

“It was an experiment,” says Gabriel 
Magliaro, the brewery’s president. “We were 
trying to figure out what we’d be as a brewery 
what type of beers we’d produce.” 

But the hazy orange beer, with its raw, or- 
ange, lemon and pine notes quickly attracted 
a following. The brewery made it a seasonal 
release, then soon after, a staple. Quickly it 
became the brewery’s best-selling beer. “It 
evolved organically” says Magliaro. “We just 
brewed the beer and people responded to it.” 

Half Acre isn’t alone. Despite their bold 
hoppy notes, American pale ales are remark- 
ably refreshing. With a relatively low alco- 
hol content— generally somewhere between 
4.5 and 5.5 percent by volume— medium body 
and crisp, bitter finish, they’re ideal for sip- 
ping on a warm summer afternoon, which 
helps explain their popularity

The owners of local hangouts Public House 
and Bull & Bear are teaming up with “Top 
Chef” fan favorite Fabio Viviani to open a 
new restaurant in River North slated for a late 
2012 or early 2013 debut.

Video hosting site Vevo has created a new seal 
of approval to reward music artists whose vid- 
eos cross the lOO million views milestone and 
will kick off the program with ybuTube star 
Justin Bieber. 

Vevo expects its new “Certified” program, 
unveiled^JChdnesday with plans to launch Tues- 
day will become a popular measure of success 
like a Billboard chart position or the Record- 
ing Industry Association of America’s designa- 
tions of silver, gold or platinum record sales. 

Currently only 32 music makers, led by 
Bieber, Katy Perry Rihanna and Lady Gaga, 
have been certified as passing the 100 million 
view milestone, Vevo said.

Intern fashion rules

Summer internships often mean long hours and tedious 
assignments for little or no pay: But just because you’re low 
on the totem pole doesn’t mean it’s OK to assume nobody 
cares how you look. 

As many work environments — and young people’s 
tastes— get more casual, answering the question of what 
to wear for that summer job can be a tricky task. 

“I always tell my assistants, ‘Dress for the job you want, 
not the job you have,’ ” said Regina Gardiner, senior acces- 
sories editor for the magazine People Style Watch. “You 
think people aren’t looking at you, but when entry level 
jobs open up, you never know” if you might be considered. 

Dress in an inappropriate way however, and your name 
could be left off the potential hire lists. 

We asked style experts, workplace managers and for- 
mer interns about what tips they can offer— and in some 
cases, what they learned the hard way 

» Before your first day find out as much as you can about 
the company’s style culture. If you go for an interview, take 
mental notes about how people dress. If you’re not sure, 
err on the side of going too formal on the first day 

» Consider investing in a few basics. Gardiner recom- 
mends four basic wardrobe staples for women that can 
be dressed up or down for practically any workplace and 
found at practically any price point: A shift or A-line dress 
with plenty of coverage in a neutral color, a cardigan or 


blazer, a great pair of pumps, and a handbag roomy enough 
to carry a change of shoes or an umbrella. 

Sheon Wilson, the Durham, N.C.-based stylist behind 
“Refresh Yom Style,” gives this list for men: A sports coat in 
a lighter neutral, a suit in charcoal or navy a lace-up shoe or 
Oxford, and a button-up or dress shirt in white or cream. If 
you don’t go too trendy with these staples, you’ll get plenty 
of use out of them even when the summer is over. 

» Sweat the small stuff If you think nobody notices your 
bra straps, mismatched socks or that nasty old belt, think 
again. 

» If someone in a position of authority pulls you aside to 
talk fashion, listen. 

» The company cookout is not a frat party Pay atten- 
tion to what you wear to company social events outside 
the office. Golf shirts, nice shorts or appropriate summer 
dresses are most in order. 

» Consider those tattoos, piercings and hair colors. In 
extremely creative workplaces, displaying tattoos. Tech- 
nicolor hair or multiple piercings might be fine. “But 8o to 
90 percent of the time, it’s not looked upon to have any of 
that,” Gardiner said. 

Think about removing piercings and covering tattoos 
that could be distracting. And this might not be the time 
to try out the latest pink hair color. In the end, you want 
supervisors to focus on your work, not be distracted by 
your appearance.

Can remakes ever get a fair shake? 



Once the court 
of public opinion 
stamps a movie as a 
classic, watch out. 

It becomes precious 
cargo, and attempts 
to deride or change 
that valuable com- 
modity may endure 
the wrath of i,ooo 
suns. Or just emails 
from die-hard fans 
who say you don’t 
know what you’re 
talking about. 

That’s the long way of saying that “Pro- 
metheus,” director Ridley Scott’s highly 
anticipated ‘Alien” prequel opening Friday 
(which I liked very much), already has re- 
ceived handfuls of negative-to-partly-negative 
reviews complaining that the new movie’s 
either too much like its predecessor or not like 
it enough. Naturally a movie that works to 
fit into the universe of a beloved sci-fi/horror 
franchise— well, the entire franchise and its 
many sequels and spinoffs isn’t so beloved, but 
the first movie and James Cameron’s sequel. 


‘Aliens,” sure are— will and should hearken 
to the source material, without becoming 
redundant. 

“Prometheus” is not redundant. Without 
giving anything away I can say that much of 
“Prometheus” takes place off of the space- 
ship, replacing the claustrophobic tension of 
‘Alien” with a looser sense of exploration that, 
of course, transitions into fear. Many have 
noted that “Prometheus” isn’t as scary and 
it’s not. It’s also not trying to be. The thriller’s 
far more interested in steadily examining our 
natural curiosities and desire to meet our 
maker than infiltrating our nightmares. 


It would have been foolish for “Pro- 
metheus” to attempt the same streamlined 
horror of ‘Alien,” a movie that terrified in 1979 
and influenced countless other copycats that 
now strive and fail to scare. When’s the last 
time a horror/sci-fi movie came along that felt 
fresh and freaked you out? It’s hard to do. 

I don’t know how fans who passionately 
love ‘Alien” will feel about “Prometheus,” 
which similarly features an android and a crew 
that doesn’t know what it’s about to encoun- 
ter. What I do know is that the perception 
of perfection can be both satisfying and trou- 
bling. Many movies we love we would never 


want to see changed, remade or insulted. But 
becoming defensive about the projects we 
hold close to our hearts speaks to how much 
we connect with them while preventing the 
possibility for discussion, if not additions, to 
their world. 

Look at “Blade Runner,” a movie also 
regarded as a classic that has been adjusted 
and re-released several times since its 1982 
opening. Someone watching Scott’s director’s 
cut now wouldn’t even know that the original 
version featured a much-scorned voiceover 
from Deckard (Harrison Ford). People prob- 
ably wouldn’t go for a prequel to that either 
—some might argue we’re living it— but they 
may have been happy that the filmmaker 
chose to return to his previous work to ac- 
count for what he perceived as loose ends. 

Do we have to know what efforts led to Ri- 
pley (Sigourney Weaver) and Co. winding up 
in a situation that lent newfound vulnerability 
to their chest cavities? No. But it’s natural and 
justified to wonder, which is exactly the point 
of “Prometheus.”

Tami Roman’s first experience with reality 
TV turned out to be an early landmark in the 
genre. During the second season of MTV’s 
“The Real World,” a male cast mate yanked a 
blanket off a half-naked Roman while she was 
lying in bed. The scene escalated into rape alle- 
gations and resulted in the first expulsion 
from the show 

Nearly two decades later, Roman 
returned to reality TV as a star of 
VHi’s “Basketball Wives.” While 
she often appears to be the picture 
of elegance, she has become known 
to viewers as a loose cannon. Ro- 
man and her costars— the wives, 
girlfriends and exes of NBA play- 
ers— regularly engage in fierce 
battles: wine bottles hurled, 
hair puUed, faces slapped 
and even an attempt to use 
a planter as a weapon. 

“Basketball Wives” is just 
one of several increasingly 
controversial reality shows 
that has transformed the 
once-demure sister channel 
of MTV into an unlikely 
venue for provocative pro- 
grams slanted toward 
demographic it previously 
ignored: African-Ameri- 
cans. 

The Viacom-owned 
cable channel has 
found ratings gold 
with shows such as 
“Basketball Wives,” 

“Love & Hip Hop,’ 
and the tamer “La La’s Full 
Court” and “T.I. & Tiny” and 
hopes to keep building on the 
foundation that started with “Fla- 
vor of Love.” That 2006 dating 
show featured female contestants 
fighting, spitting and defecating 
on the floor as they vied for the af- 
fections of Flavor Flav Its newest 
contender, “Hollywood Exes,” fea- 
tures the ex-wives of Eddie Murphy 
Prince, R. Kelly Will Smith and Jose 
Canseco, premieres this summer. 

“They tapped into an audience 
that is very faithful,” said Robin Boy- 
lorn, a professor at the University of 
Alabama who focuses on race studies. 

“It’s smart in terms of marketing and 
money because in this moment they 
have the ear of a particular public.” 

VHi executives maintain they are 


evolving the network into a more realistic re- 
flection of the world. 

‘AH of a sudden the network is starting to 
look like how the world looks,” said VHi Presi- 
dent Tom Calderone, who views the network’s 
airing of “Hip Hop Honors” in 2004 as the 
“watershed” moment in realizing there was 
an untapped audience. These series are 
a reflection, he added, of what net- 
works need to do to remain relevant: 
“We’re creating new celebrities. 
‘Mob Wives’ are new celebrities. 
‘Basketball Wives’ are new celebri- 
ties.” 

Focusing on these individuals 
also makes for a smart strategy 
African-Americans have the 
highest rate of total TV us- 
age, according to a 2011 
Nielsen report— translat- 
ing to an average of seven 
hours, 12 minutes each 
day two hours above the 
US. average. And black 
spending power is esti- 
mated to reach $1.1 trillion, 
according to the State of 
the African-American Con- 
sumer Report. While BET, 
also owned by Viacom, is 
still dominant among black 
viewers, that network 
abandoned celebrity- 
focused reality program- 
ming after it proved 
polarizing, instead pur- 
suing scripted series. 
“We respect our audi- 
ence, and we don’t try to cre- 
ate programming that is dumbed 
down and appeals to the lowest 
common denominator,” said Loretha 
Jones, bet’s president of original pro- 
gramming. 

This year BET has seen its ratings 
among its key demographic decline as 
VHi has made gains with shows such 
as “Basketball Wives” and “Love & 
Hip Hop.” 

The outrageous antics featured 
on these reality shows have sparked 
a growing backlash: Viewers cre- 
ated petitions demanding VHi can- 
cel these shows, advertisers have 
pulled ads and critics blast the 
network for promoting crass im- 
ages of black women. The intense 
storylines, Calderone said, while in- 
your-face, “when you peel it all away 
it’s about struggle.” 
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‘The Choice’ spins its chairs around

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Sneak peek: Evolving 
universe of ‘Halo 4’

Born from a new developer and bolstered 
by Microsoft’s new SmartGlass technology 
“Halo 4” is getting ready for its closeup. 

The next installment of the popular sci-fi 
action franchise looks to be another epic sto- 
ry in the saga of Master Chief and the “Halo” 
universe, while introducing a new enemy 
ready to challenge the Chief for domination. 

“Halo 4” is being created by a new devel- 
oper, 343 Industries, taking over from Bungie. 
It will take place five years after the conclu- 
sion of “Halo 3.” The universe is at peace, but 
a nemesis rises to ruin the calm and sets Mas- 
ter Chief, the series’ iconic protagonist, on a 
hero’s journey 

At a Microsoft demonstration Tuesday 
night at the Electronic Entertainment Expo 
in L.A., 343 Industries general manager Bon- 
nie Ross said it was an honor to take over the 
franchise. 

“The ‘Halo’ universe is one of our most 
important characters,” she said. “That’s what 
I’m passionate about. We put together a bible 
of the ‘Halo’ universe so we could look at 
the {direction of the] franchise for the next 
10 years.” 

Erom video games to books, Ross described 
the “Halo” franchise as a rich creative vein 
from which to tell many stories. 

The new story also will reveal more about 
the relationship between Master Chief and 
his artificial intelligence companion, Cortana. 
While the Chief will grow as a character, ev- 


erything in the story had to be kept within the 
framework of the game, said Erank O’Connor, 
franchise development director for 343i. 

“There are things that will completely turn 
people on their heads,” he said. 

A new multiplayer mode also will offer its 
own storyline, much like a television series, 
343i execs said. It will feature weekly episodes, 
set up by short videos describing events pre- 
ceding your team’s current missions. While 
the missions can be done by one player, they 
are designed to bring friends together to do 
battle for a week. 

“It is like a TV show you can play” 
O’Connor said. “I’m really hoping for water 
cooler moments where people gather to talk 
about— not what they watched on TV— but 
what they did in the game, like plummeting 
to their doom.” 

During Tuesday’s demonstration, the game 
play looked and felt similar to what “Halo” 
previously has offered, with a wide variety 
of weapons, grenades and abilities. Ross said 
there are some game play changes, but he 
wants players to discover them for them- 
selves. On first glance, the new game’s envi- 
ronments looked rich and beautiful. 

Ross and O’Connor said “Halo 4” would 
utilize Microsoft’s new SmartGlass app, 
which lets gamers use a “second screen” tab- 
let or phone to augment their game play for a 
richer experience. 

“Halo 4” is due out Nov 6, exclusively on 
Xbox 36 o.
